Havana, Cuba, August 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—President Zayas 
today announced his withdrawal from 
the race for president of Cuba. 

President Zayas, in announcing his 
withdrawal as the popular party can- 
didate, reiterated that more than a 
year ago he had stated he was op- 
posed-in principle to reelection of a 
president, but that if it could be 
shown that the people wanted him 
he would stand for reelection. Since 
his recent nomination by the popular 
party, he added, he had sought to 
reform the “national league” of pop- 
ulars and conservatives which elected 
him four years. ago. This, however, 
failed when the conservatives nomi- 
nated former President Menocal, the 
man who engineered the “league” that 
elected Zayas in 1920. 

The renunciation of President Zay- 
as leaves the field to General Men- 
ocal and General Gerardo Machado. 
the latter the liberal candidate, and

Peking, August 23.—(By the <As- 
sociated Press.}—Rumors of impend- 
ing warfare between General Lu Yung- 
Hsiang, military governor of Kiangsu 
province, have caused a panic in the 
bend markets in Peking and sexed 
hai. 

This has caused Sir Francis ron mes 
inspector general of the Chinese cus- 
toms, to issue a reassuring statement 
to the effect that the sinking fund 
under its control was more than suf- 
ficient to meet all interest payments, 
although a trifle short of enough to 
jearry out the amortfzation program. 
there is nothing in the sit- 
uation to justify fluctuations. 

The grounds for the uneasiness on 
the part of the speculators, however, 
are based on the report that General 
Lu is conducting warlike preparations 
which aroused the suspicions of Gen- 
eral Chi, who is governor of Anhwei 
and Kiangsi as well as of Kiancsn.

|Text of Statement Made 
By General Dawes on Klan 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Augusta, Me., August 23.—Follow- 
ing is the text of eGnerai Dawes’ re- 
marks in regard te the Ku Klux 
Klan: 
“] first desire to speak, as Mr. 


Davis did yisterday, relative to the’ 


Ku Klux Mlan. I agree with him 
that it bas no proper part in this or 
any other campaign. But whether 
proper or not, unforcunately in this 
campaign a mobilization of radicas- 
ism under La Follette, the largest 
section of which, the socialists, fly 
the red flag, is attacking the consti- 
tution of the United States. I can- 
not agree, therefore, with his infer- 
ence that its discussion diverts attenu- 
tion from those issugs the people must 
settle in November by their votes. It 
only emphasizes the greatest issue. 

“The questions of Mr. Pattangall, 
which appear in the press this morn- 
ing, are the familiar trick questions 
of the ordinary politician. ‘They are 
not the cause of the statement | am 
about to make. 

“Let me say at once that I recog- 
nize that the Ku Klux Kian in many 
localities and among many people rep- 
resents only an instinctive groping 
for leadership, moving in the interest 
of law enforcement, which they do 
not find in many cowardly polit- 
cians and office holders. But it is 
not the right way to forward law en- 
forcement. Let us consider for er 
minute what bappened in the stare 
of Oklahoma. Governor Walton was 
some time ago elected governor of 
the state. In his campaign he had 
not preached the doctrine—so it seem- 
ed to me at least—which was the 
proper one to be preached under the 
American flag. When he was elect- 
ed, one of his early acts was to re- 
move the president of the University 
of Oklahoma, a man who believed in 
the old-fashioned doctrines of the 
constitution, to establish which our 
forefathers fought. He _ placed” fn 
that position a socialisfé who was 
likely to teach the young men of that 
state some new-fashioned doctrines, 
which, to say the least, are not those 
of constitutional Americanism, He 
then loosed upon the state of Okla- 
homa a horde of hardened criminals 
from the penitentiary. Tax law en- 
forcemert prevailed in many places 
in the state. 

Had Cause to Organize. 

“Tf there could be an excuse for 
Jaw-abiding citizens to band them- 
selyes together in secret organizations 
for law enforcement, it existed in 
Oklahoma, and the klan became a 
powerful organization. 

“What happened then? Then back 
stepped Governor Walton to the 
American flag—to which, it seems 
to me, he had not kept very close 
up to that time—and called ont the 
militia of the state. Then it was 
that those who had joined the klaun 
in the interest of law and _= order 
found themselves arrayed 
their flag and the laws ot Oklahoma. 
A situation akin to that of the civil 
war existed and it was averted only 
by a few clear-headed men. 

“And what happened? There was 
the application of the only method 
by which our people can properly 
settle such differences—the procedure 
outlined by the constitution and Jaws 
of the state of Oklahoma. Walton 
was removed from the governorship 
br the vote of the people and quiet 
was restored under the orderly proc- 
ess provided by the constitution and 
the law. 

Praises Herrin Klansmen. 

“Consider what happened in Wil- 
liamson county, Illinois, where 
fown of Herrin is situated. A reign 
of lawlessness exisied. It was mark- 
ed by the terrible Herrin massacre. 
It was marked by a general break-

“There is, much in the Ku Kiux

and the American flag, some of the 
American Legion men with me talked 
to other legion men who had joined 
the Ku Klux Klan at one of the towns 
visited. These latter young men be- 
lieved that they were acting in the 
interests of law enforcement. They 
told those who were with me what they 
were planning to do. They said “There 
is a bootlegger in our county who 
is in cahoots with the sheriff aid 
everybody knows it. Now we are not 
going to hurt the man, but some night 


We are going to gag /jiim carry him 
and the ‘still up to the courthouse 


sheriff and the whole town will see 
them when they come down to their 
work in the morning.’ 

*This may appeal to adventurous 
youth, but, my friends, government 
cannot last if that is the right way 
to enforce law in this country. Law- 
lessness cannot be met with lawless- 
ness and civilization be maintained. 
What will happen if !aw is not en- 
forced by government but taken in 
hand by individuals and by minority 
organizations is what heppened some 
years ago on Bloody Corner in Chi- 
cago. Over one hundred murders 
were committed there in one year and 
not one single murderer wa brought 
to justice. The blackhand was at 
work and the witnesses to the murders 
refused to testify agains the mur- 
derers because they feit their ewn 
lives were in danger if tiiey did. 

“Now, society contains within itself 
the elements of its own self-purifica- 
tion. It has always been so, or civili- 
zation, Which is an evolution, would 
not now exist. 

Raps Appeals to Prejudice. 

“After a time, in connection with 
these continuing murders, two new 
words crept into the press of the city 
of Chicago—the words ‘white band,’ 
in other words, the brothers, fathers 
and friends of the murdered ixen sawed 
off their own shotguns ard killed the 
murderers from behind the same corner 
and thus peace was finallr established 
at the cost of bloodshed and misery 
through that entire section of Chicagu. 

“The same thing happens when mi- 
nority organizations, whatever the 
high purpose they claim---whatever they 
may be called—take the law into their 
own hands. Force rises to meet force: 
lawlessness rises to mect lawlessness, 
and civilization commences to disinte- 
grate into the savagery from which 
through the ages it has evolved. 

“Appeals to racial, religious or class 
prejudice by minority organizations are 
opposed to the welfare of all peaceful 
and civilized communities. Our con- 
stitution stands for religious toler- 
ance and freedom. This happy coun- 
try has never been through a religious 
war such as those which devastated 
Europe in the centuries past and 
brought untold misery to millions of 
its inhabitants. We have progressed 
in civilization far beyond that possi- 
bility, but to inject religious and ra- 
cial issues into politics is contrary 
to the welfare of all the people and to 
the letter and spirit of the constitu- 
tion of the United States.

The degradation of ioe German 
mark had reduced German Wages Su 
low that for long intervals they were 
below the actual cost of existence 
itself, and starvation, under-nourish- 
ment and misery were the lot of the 
laboring man in Germany. Manufac- 
tured products for export to America 
from Germany were produced at this 
low labor cost to be sold in compe- 
tition with goods made with American 


labor. 

“Had it not been for the Fordney- 
McCumber act, the German indus 
trialists would have enriched then- 
selves at the expense of Americi» 


labor and industry, at the same time 
that they prospered at the expenss 
of German labor.. I personally went 
into the laboring districts of the city 
of Berlin last winter and I krow 
the depth of suffering which existed 
at that time.

“Old friends of the ‘Kid’ raised 
the money,” the courier told the 
United News. “They remember him 
as a well-liked, good-hearted fellow. 
There is plenty more money where this 
eame from.” The man who brought | 
the money to Los Angeles asked -that | 
his name not be revealed. 

With a sizable defense fund at 
hand. additions to McCoy’s counsel 
probably will be made at once. At- 
torneys already retained have _ indi- 
cated that they will attempt to prove 
that there were irregularities in the 
indictment of the grand jury which 
was voted against. McCoy. The fore- 
men of the grand jury has been sub- 
poenaed to appear in court Monday 
at which time a move to quash the in- 
dictment probably will be made. If 
this fails the defense will proceed with 
the insanity plea upon which it is 
nzreed hangs McCoy’s lone hope if 
the indictment weathers Monday's as- 
sault.

Poincare as president of the repara- 
tions commission, and former Minis- 
ters Marin and Reibel threshed out 
the history of the Ruhr and rep- 
arations. The premier interrupted

: Loeb Helped Reporters. 

The pleader mentioned that Yeh 
had helped newspaper reporters wha 
worked on the case when it was stil] 
in the mystery stage. 

“Was that criminal?” he asked. and 
answered by saying that it was his 
experience that criminals shunned re- 
porters, “even when there was ne 
chance of detection.” 

Mr. Darrow also brought up again 
today the effect upon the cemmunits 
of newspaper accounts of the crime 
and the wealth of the Leopold and 
Loeb families. He reiterated that 
these forced him into the position of 
pleading for the lives of his clients.

Stresses Infamy of Prison. 

He pictured, too, the cepth of in- 
famy to which the boys would descend 
if forced to spend all their remaining 
years within prison walls, “checking 
off the days and hours and minutes.” 
“Would not that be a glorious sat 
isfaction of justice?’ he exclaimed.

4, in which two separate trends are 
discernible : 

The first is that La Follette will 
get fewer votes than was expected 
a month ago in that portion of the 
country where he was expected to 
run the strongest, name's, the farmer 
northwest. The second is that in 
some eastern states, with a large in- 
dustrial population, such as New Jer- 
sey, and in some middle western states 
with a similar industrial element, such 
as Indiana and Illinois, La Follette 
will run stronger. To express it brief- 
ly, the farmer vote is going back on 
La Follette, the labor vcte is coming 
toward him. 

As an example of the farmer states 
of the west and northwest, lowa may 
be taken. <As I have said, Iowa does 
not seem to me one of the states La 
Follette is likely to carry. But con- 
ditions in Iowa are similar to condi- 
tions in the neighboring states which 
Ia Follette has expecred to carry. 
Consequently, Iowa provides a fair 
guide to the agricultural northwest 
as a whole. A dependable observer in 
Iowa has sent me a letitcr from which 
the following passages are taken. The 
observations and conclusions in it are 


borne out by many other observers in. 


the same territory (I should add 
that these observations and conclu- 
sions are disputed by some Iowa poli- 
ticians with whom I have discussed 
them): 

Turn From La Folliette. 

“You are probably aware that our 
erain crop in Jowa has been uw most 
excellent crop, and. the corn crop, 
while somewhat late and a little spot- 
ted, has been making wonderful 
strides; and, saving an early frost, 
Iowa will have more than an average 
corn crop, contrary to all predictions 
and expectations. We have had: a 
good hay crop, so that agricultural 
conditions in Iowa cou'd hardly be 
much better than they are today, and 
with so much improvement in the 


‘price, we are feeling better out here 


than we have for five yerrs. Every- 
body looks hopeful and that. in lowa, 
spells republican success. When La 
Follette was nominated, we heard a 
good deal about business men flocking 
to him, and for a short time there was 
apparently a considerable movement in 
his favor, but I find this on the wane, 
instead of increasing, and if the re- 
publican state organization pursues 8 
regular school-house campaign, as they 
have announced they wi!l do, with a 
great deal of public speaking and pub- 
licity, I think that La _ Follette’s 
strength will be at its lowest when 
election day arrives. ... For these 
reasons I am of the opinion that Cool- 
idge will carry lowa by a very safe 
margin, though not by the margin re- 
cently predicted by Governor Kendall 
at the republican state convention, 
when he predicted that Towa would 
give 300,000 for Coolidge My own 
estimate is that Towa will give him 
over 100.000, 
third place. With us tre 
vote ceunts for very little, and 
of it has usually been cemoreatic, so 
that will play but a smsil part in the 
campaign.” 
Other Side of Picture. 

While this is the view of a sound 
man, it is also true that there are 
some currents working against the 
outcome he predicts. Some of the 
politicians in Iowa are calling the 
farmers’ attention to the allegation, 
however much there may be in it, that 
he, the farmer, not reaping the 
fruits of these increases in the prices 
of farm commodities, that most of the 
increase is going to grain speculators 
and the like. 
denied that the lowa farmer must 
benefit much by the rise in prices, the 
unfreezing of credit, the bettered con- 
dition of local banks and the greater 
abundance of money. This condition 
must show itself ultimately; indeed. 
it has already begun to show itself

which is the fundamental test. 

The information quoted above about 
Towa is confirmed by other sources 
of information in the actual states 
which La Follette has confidently 
counted on carrying—the states which 
have been relied on as the mainstay of 
La Follette’s strength. Indeed, that 
change in the mood of the farmers 
which has occurred in Iowa has oc- 
curred to an even greater degree in 


some other western states, especially 
Kansas and eastern Nebraska. Kan- 
sas, with immense crops and with 
those crops now selling at a very sat 
isfactory price, is counted on to take 
little interest in the La Follette can- 
didacy, except perhaps in those smail 
portions of the state where there is 
a mining population or an otherwise 
industrial population. ~ 
_ Michigan te Coolidge. 

Three months ago competent- >b- 
servers regarded it as possible that 
La Follette might carry Michigan. 
The same observers now say that this 
possibility has passed. (And yet it 
should be remembered that Michigan 
has a considerable industrial popula- 
tion, and while it ean be taken for 
granted that there is no possibility of 
La Foilette carrying the state. 
nevertheless, he may make a consider- 
able demonstration of strength in its 
industrial cities.) 

As to Minnesota, about half the 
firea of the state, the southern portion, 
has much the same condition as Iowa. 
Minnesota is one of the states that 
La Follette and his friends have 
counted on carrying. In every conver- 
sation with a La Follette leader, when 
he is asked to yime the states they 
expect to carry, De always begins with 
W isconsin, and mentions Minnesota 
next. The’ La Follette leaders are 4!- 
most as certain they will carry Min- 
nesota as that they will carry Wis- 
consin. It may be so. The writer of 
this article, however, is obliged to set 
down as the net of dependable aad 
impartial judgment that Minnesota 
will be close as between Ia Follette 
and Coolidge. The same judgment savrs 
that North Dakota will probably go 
to La Follette, but that South Dakota 
is doubtful, 

May Get 15 Per Cent. 

As against this recession of La Fol 
lette’s strength in the northwest, there 
ts in some eastern states and in some 
middle western states a trend run- 
ning in La _ “Follette’s favor even 
stronger than the trend 
against him in the northwestern farn- 
ing states. And. inasmuch as these 
eastern and middle western. states. 


Follette, are much more ponulous than 
the northwestern states, the result is 
that the total number of popular votes 
La Follette now seems likely to get 
throughout the country, as a whole. 
tends to grow. There are competent 
observers who now think that La Fol- 
lette may get as much as 15 per cent 
of the total vote throughout the coun- 
trv. | 

But having said that appearances 
today indicate Ia Follette will get 4 
larger popular vote than was antici- 
pated five weeks ago, it is row neces- 
sary to make an important distine- 
tion: 

The measure of the effectiveness of 
La Follette’s candidacy does not tlie, 
and was never expected to lie, in the 
total number of popular votes he

dition, many of the La Follette lead- 
ers have at one time or another count- 
ed on carrying several cther north- 
western states. But the states men- 
tioned are the ones the La Follette 


leaders have usually set down as their 


irreducible minimum, 


If La Follette should actually carry, 
should run first, in enouzh states to 
sive him, let us say, 50 out of the 
531 electoral votes, he might be suc- 
cessful in preventing either Coolidge 
or Davis from having a majority and. 
thereby throw the election into con- 
gress. 

But what is now happening is that 
La Follette is losing strength in those 
northwestern states he had hopes of 
actually carrying, although he is gain- 
nig strength in the industrial states of 
the east and middle west. As to these 
latter states, the industrial states of 
the east and middle west, neither La 
Follette nor anybody else expects that 
La Follette can actually carry them. 
He may get a considerable popular 
vote in them, but he will not run first 
in any of them. The result of La 
Follette’s strength in these eastern 
and middle western states is going to 
have some surprising effects on the 
question as to whether Davis or Cool- 
idge will carry them. But La Follette 
cannot carey them for himself. 


The net of all this is that, while Ta 
Follette’s popular strength in the 
country as a whole seems to be grow- 
ing, the probability of his actually 
carrying many. states is lessening. 
This is the same as saying that the 
probability of the election being 
thrown into congress is diminishing. 

Deadlock Would Be Serious. 

I have said that the likelihood of 
La Follette’s carrying any consider- 
able number of states, and therefore 
the likelihood of the election being 
thrown into congress, is diminishing. 
It may be that the present is too 
early a time for a judgment on this 
point to be dependable. It may be 
that this judgement will need to be re- 
vised later on. 

But one thing grows with inereas- 
ing seriousness on the minds of all 
who study it: that is the very great 
of having the election 
thrown into congress. ‘The possibili- 
ties of strain, ef disturbance, through 
a failure of the November election to 
be conclusive, increases the more they 
are studied. We have gone along 
for just a hundred vears with an elec- 
tion machinery that has worked 
merely because it has always hap- 
pened that one of the two main parties 
has always had a majority in the 
Relving on this, we 
have given no consideration to the 
alternatives that would arise if that 
should not happen; and have been 
content with a dangerously loose 
mechanism to take care of situations 
that ean readily arise if no one should 
get a majority in November. Just 
lutely some able lawyers have heen 
looking into the question minutely 
have discovered that there are 
not less than five points at which 
serious and strongly controverted 
legal and constitutional qnestions 
might arise, with no precedent to be 
a guide: 

Might Change Votes. 

Some of the electors chosen for one 
candidate might decide to vote for an- 
other candidate. There is nothing to 
prevent them except moral obliga- 
tions. At the next step some repub- 
lican members of congress might de- 
cide, if the election were thrown into 
congress, to vote for Davis, or Vice 
versa, They are free to do so if they 
wish. “Third, the question- might 
arise whether or not Coolidge, in ad- 
dition to being president, is also the 
vice president, in the meaning of the 
constitution in this connection. 
Fourth, assuming this is not so, a 
most serious question, for which there 
is no guide or precedent, will arise, 
as to just who should become presi- 
dent of the United States in case there 
should be a deadlock both in the 
house and in the senate. Fifth, in 
the event of the selection of vice 
president going into the senate, some 
republican senators might choose to 
vote for Bryan, or some democratic 
senators might choose to vote for 
Dawes. 

And these are not all the disturbing 
questions which might arise. The 
more one reflects on it the more ft is 
reslized how unsettling it would be 
if neither of the eandidates should get 
a majority in November.

Of at least equal importance with 
the actual dusting by the planes, is 
the coming to Georgia of Dr. B. K. 
Coad, to svpeak at Athens and Cor- 
dele, on the most successful methods 
of weevil control. Dr. Coad is in 
charze of all federal government in- 
vestigations of holl weevil control and 
devised the common method of cal- 
cium arsenate dusting now universal- 
ly used in the cotton growing re 
gions. His headquarters are at the 
government experimental station at 
Tallulah, La., where all boli weevil 
contr>l experiments have been made, 
under his control and supervision, 
and where all airplane dusting ex- 
periments so far made have been con- 
ducted. 

Dr. Coad is undoubtedly the great- 
est jiving authority on boll weevil 
control. "He is reported. tv have tried 
out over 1,200 methods of combating 
the weevil, before he hit upon the 
use of calcium arsenate. Thg talks 
he will make at Athens and Cordele 
will be the first speeches he has ever 
made in publie on his boll weevil con- 
tro) work end, in selecting Georgia, 
both for the first airplane demon- 
strations and for the first speeches 
of Dr. Coad, the government bas paid 
a marked compliment to this state. 
Reasons given for the selection are 
that Georgia uses more calcium arse- 
nate in cotton growing than any other 
state and has probably met with more 
suecese in combating the weevil than 
any other cotton state. 

It is estimated that from 10,000 
to 15,000 persons will witness the 
airplane dusting experiments at both 
of the Georgia cities. The railreads 
are running special excursions from 
Georgia points, giving a 
for ronnd trip tickets. Many 
for the oecasion and it is 
already eccrtain that the events a 
attract greater numbers of Georgi 
farmers and cotton planters than any 
thing which has been scheduled in 
years past. 

No Fear of Weather. 

For the rssurance of those planning 
to attend, Dr. Coad states that 
demonstrations will be held, 
intents and purposes, regardless of 
the weather. The planes can operate 
even better in rain than in clear 
weather and the only way in which 
the elements could prevent the fol- 
lowing out of the program as planned, 
would be by a storm of unusual se- 
verity.

Needy Russians 


Beantifvl is the derivation of the. 
word relief, coming from the Latin. 


“relevare,” which means ta lift up) 
or raise. You have seen huge bur-| 


dens lifted te a higher plane by the 
application of the lever at the ful- 
crum. Compared with the burden, | 
the lever and fulcrum eften seem in-| 
significant but workmen the wearld 
around depend upon them. You have 
also seen a person, who was almost 
crushed by misfortune being lifted uf 
to self-support by the timely help of 


a friend. The good friend no doubt 
thought humbly of tlie deed and of 
himself, but you and the _ relieved 
person knew that strong was the le- 
ver and steady was the fulcrum which 
raised the load from the crushed | 
shoulders. All who read this article 
have doubtless thus helped to relieve | 
some burden-bearer, for by so doing | 
one fulfills the law of Christ. Each 
time it was beautiful—beautiful in 
the eyes of the one thus helped, beau- 
in the heart of the oue who 
the relief. 

And now another opportunity has 
lief. The appeal this time comes from 
Russia, the especial need being for 
clothing. You know that Dr. Rush- 
brooke bas oversight of all the Bap- 
tist work in Europe. He has just! 
returned to London after a trip to’ 
Russia and from him the following 
cable has heen received by our for- 
eign mission board: 

“Strongly urge immediate clothing 
eollection for Russia, shipping Octo- 
ber first. Need most urgent.” 

I etter Follows. 

Following the cable came a_ letter 
saving: 

“In our questionnaires we put the 
question concerning the need of cloth- | 
ing, and irom all parts of the large | 
district there were received reports of 
a most serious need, giving a picture 
of conditions that are simply dread- 
ful considering the severe six-months 
winter of Siberia. The eoming winter 
will probable take many victims just 
account of the want of clothing. 
In one district there are abent 5,000 
in extreme reed. Every day starving 
people come on foot imploring help. 
The need ervying. The need for 
clothing is sente.” 

Dr. Rushbrooke further says: 

“My view that usead garments 
would practically represent much 
extra towards meeting needs that will | 
not be covered by all we may secure. , 
It is of the utmost importance, how- | 
ever, that there should be strict ex- | 
amination of the clothing with the | 
object of excluding every scrap of) 
mere rubbish. A government repre- | 
sentative here informed me that con- | 
siderable quantities of rags have been | 
shipped which were eot even worth | 
the outlay for freight. It must 
added that he said this only by way 
of warning: for he at once admitted, 
in reply to my question, that no such 
description applies te anything Bap- 
tists have hitherto sent.” 

What else is needed? 
by Dr. Rushbrooke is: “Cloth ts bet- 
ter than used garments, The sending | 
of money for the buying of raw ma- 
terial for clothmaking in Russia is | 
the bess way of all. But, as said | 
above, used clothing is highly accept- | 
able. there being no duty cn used 
clothing, or on cloth. There is duty | 
on new garments. Do not send any. 
silk articles whatsoever, no sewing | 
thread, no printed matter. Tie shoes 
firmly together in pairs.” |

The value of 
this club to us cannot be measured 
in dollars and cents. We are now 
a band of 20 interested women. 
“We have what you might term ua 
sisters’ exchange, ex*hanging music 
lessons for embrusdery, etc. We ex- 
change pattern books, recipes, flow- 
ers, and even vegetables. Altogether 
ve feel that our work has been of 


great benefit to our community, 
financially, socially, physically, men- 
tally, morally and spiritually.” 
Sisters have held citizenship 
classes, taught in rural schools when 
there was no teacher, conducted 
clean-up campaigns, and operated a 
country kitchens during the state fair, 
where a number of prizes were taken.

Washington, August 23.—This 
year’s American cotton crop, the size 
of which has been engaginys the atten- 
tion of the textile world since it was 
planted because of the scarcity of raw 
cotton, responded to better growing 
conditions in the first half of August 
resulting in a forecast of 12,956,000, 
equivalent to 500 peund bales, or 605,- 
000 bales more than indicated a fort- 
night ago. 

The forecast was based on the con- 


dition of the crop on August 16, which 


was 64.9 per cent of a rormal. A 
forecast of 12,351,000 bales. was is- 
sue¢ August 8, on the cundition of 
the crop as of August 1, which wa: 
67.4 per cent of a normal, indicating 
an acre yield of 146.3 pounds. Last 
year’s crop was 10,128,478 bales anc 
the condition of the crop on August 
25 was 54.1 per cent. 

Cotton of this year’s crop ginnedd! 
prior to August 16, amounted to 14S.- 
645 running bales, counting round as 
half bales, the census lureau an- 
nounced in the joint report with the 
department of agriculture,

Weevil Damage Small. 

The department of  agriculture’s 
summary of conditions follows: 

“The forecast of 12,956,000 bales of 
cotton made for the date of August 
16 on a condition of 60.5 per cent of 
normal represents an improvement of 
prespects over August 1 by 605,000 
bales. August is a critical month of 
the cotton crop and the first half of 


the month has been met with some 
degree of success. 

“The boll weevil has so far done 
no great amount of damage to the 
crop as a whole, although destructive 
in some regions. It has not yet be- 


‘+ come important:in North Carolina nor 


serious in South Carolina. Not much 
damage has been done by it in Geor 
gia, except in the southern third of 
the state. In Florida, plants are stili 
blooming, but there will be no crop 
from these blooms on acount of the 
weevil. In some sections of Alabama 
it has developed to damaging stages. 
It is not so numerous as it was last 
year in Louisiona and Texas, but ir- 
crease of weevils is renorted from 
Texas in many regions where rain: 
has fallen since August 1. Increased 
damage by insects is reported in nortL 
and west Texas. Boll weevil damage 
is slight in Oklahoma and Arkansa-~ 
and grasshoppers practically ceased. 
For the cotton belt as a whole, the 
crop is late,-the weevil ‘s increasing 
and there is time for considerable 
damage by it to bolls that have not 
become safe. 

“Small abandonment of cotton acre- 
age since June 25 is reported from 
some of the states and considerable 
from others, and there is some acre- 
age that will produce a low yield. 
Conditions in Georgia are samples of 
causes of abandonment. Extremel? 
late cotton constitutes practically all 
of the abandonment in upper Georgi:. 
and in the eastern part of the state. 
rains, with growth of grass, folowed 
by hot, dry weather, caused abandon- 
ment in certain low areas. A consid- 
erable acreage has been lost in Texas 
since June 25 from excessive heat. 
lack of moisture on the late-planted 
erop, grasshoppers, weeds and grass, 
hail and sand-storms. While muc!l. 
of the late cotton crop in this state 
and Oklahoma looks sorry, favorable 
weather and a late frost may still 
save if. 

“The drought of the southwest has 
eaused the badls to open rapidly, even 
before they are fully matured, and 
wherever this fact exists the percent- 
age of lint in the seed cotton will be 
lower than usual. Recent rains have 
relieved this situation. 

“Although the cotton crop of this 
vear has strugled against various un- 
favorable conditions and will continue 
to do so, the crop is in considerably 
better condition than it was last yeue 
at, this time.”

BiG BREAKS SEEN 
IN GRAIN MARKET 


Chicago, August 23.—Temperatures 
above normal and likely te continue so 
for several days brought about heavy 
selling in the corn market teday and 
forced a sharp break in prices of all 
grain. Corn closed nervous, 2 1-4 te 
*» cents net lower, December 1.05 3-S 
to 1.05 5-8, with wheat zw 3-Se to 3c 
down, oats 2 1-Sc to 2 5-Se off and 
provisions showing 10¢ to 47@5vc 
decline. 

So active was the selling of corn that 
prices for the cereal plunged down- 
ward until they had fallen about l6c 
a busnael under quotations which were 
current on Monday Jast. It was gen- 
erally assumed that the unexnected 
warm sunphy weather would go far to 
overcome the menace of croup lateness, 
and that in any event the immediate 
stinulus for urgent buying of corn 
had been removed. Furthermore, the 
market was staggered by an unusual 
volume of liquidating sales resulting 
from exhausted margins and from 
standing orders to stop lusses at vari- 
ous specified limits, 

Substantial price rallies in the corn 
market, however, were witnessed dur- 
ing the last hour. Much of the late 
demand came from commission houser 
that were in possession of authority to 
purchase either for previous sellers 
who could collect a profit or traders 
willing to speculate on chances that 
the improved weather would fail to 
afford an adequate remedy for handi- 
caps against a plentiful yield this sea- 
son. 

Notwithstanding that wheat export 
business in the last three days was es- 
timated at 6,500,000 bushels, the 
wheat market moved pgrallel to corn 
values. Big receipts of wheat were 
also a burden on prices, ard were ex- 
pected to be perhaps more so on Mon- 
day. Inereased arrivals of oats like- 
wise appeared probable.

Feeling Strong Against Debt| 
Cancellations, Says Barnum 


BY R. L. BARN&al. 


New York, August 23.—In the last 
few days cable dispatches have been 
published in Wall street end in the 
newspapers, stating that the Dawes 
reparations plan having been suc- 
cessfully worked out at London, a 
new conference will be beld in the 
near future at Paris to discuss the 
question of debts—the huxe interna- 
tional obligations left over from the 
war, which have been one of the most 
difficult problems with which the 
world has had to dea! since 1091S. 

Nineteen nations owe the United 
States a total of $10.578,509,3542, 
funded or unfunded, and not count 
ing accrued interest. England is one 
of the few nations which has stepped 
forward and put its debt to the 
United States treasury into perma- 
nent, or funded form. England owes 
us a round $4,600,000,000, on which 
she is remitting interest at 3 per cent 
n year, or $138,000,000 Ler ‘annum, 
largely in gold. 

But the debts to the United States 
are only a part of the picture. Count- 
wg all the interwoven oblgations of 
one nation to another, it has been 
calculated that the total reaches near- 
ly $40,000,000,000—and this at a time 
when the machinery of international 
credit, as indicated by the foreign ex- 
changes, is still disorganized and sen- 
sitive, and when the machinery of in- 
ternational trade is ruptured and 
of gear. 

What part the United States will 
play at the coming conference remains 
ro be seen. Officially, 2ur position 
remains what it has been since 1918S 
The United States. President Wilson 
cold Lloyd George in 1919, ‘is not pre- 
pared to consent to the remision of 
any part of the debt of Great Britain 
to the United States.” 

“T do not favor the cancellation of 
this debt, but I see no ebjection to 
ndjusting it in accordance with the 
principle adopted for the British 
debt.” Thus President Coolidge to 
congress on December 6, 1925.

Secondly, and even more important 
as far as the man in the street 1s con- 
cerned, there is a feeling that to ‘“‘for- 
give” the debts would be ww saddle the 
cost of the war on the United States. 
We lent the money to eur allies in 
good faith, issuing Liberty bonds to 
raise the funds. If the borrowers 
don’t pay, the money will have to come 
out of the pockets of the American 
taxpayer in order to pay off the Lib- 

ty bonds. 
 Winally, it is impossible to overlook 
the moral reaction following the close 
of the war, the disillusionment when 
the lofty aims for whica we fought 
were not realized, the disgust with the 
wav things have gone in Furope fol- 
lowing the peace of Versailles. Ac- 


cording to a former American ambas- 
sador, we are “damn well out of it.” 
in such-a frame of mind, there bas 
been little inclination to deal leniently 
with our debtors, or even to consider 
caimly the censequences to ourselves 
unless something of a constructive na- 
ture is done. with these obligations 
beld by our treasury. 

but as time passes there is undoubt- 
edly a growing disposition toe look at 
the question from both sides. The 
spectacular movement of gold into the 
United States in the last few years 
has helped to direct public attenion to 
| the problem. In 1915 we held less 
than $2,000,000,000 of goid. Today we 
held more than $4,500,000,000. The 
central banks are bursting with it. Not

whole question will come up again, 
If, at that time, it appears that Eu- 
rope cannot pay, we must decide what 
cours» to follow. The course of pro- 
cedure with a debtor who cannot pay 
is usually different from flat followed 
with a debtor who merely will not pay. 
Flooded With Gold. 

Right now, when practically the only 
payments being made te us consists 
of the $135,000,000 annual interest 
on the British debt, we are flooded 
with gold from abroad. What will 
happen if Europe recovers sufficient- 
ly for other nations to send us gold? 
Our tariff is designed to keep imports 
of foreign goods at a iow figure, so 
that gold payments are about the only 
recourse left for making payment. 

Economists have tried te peer into 
the future and discern our condition a 
few years hence under these conditions. 
The tendency of a flood of gold is to 
raise prices. Under such conditions, 
it is impossible to export in large vol- 
ume, because other countries can un- 
dersell us. Ordinarily, high prices 
would be corrected by the importation 
of cheaper goods, but our policy is to 
keep these goods out. Hence, there 
is the prospect of steadily rising prices, 
with no corrective. 

But our condition is made worse 
by the fact that we are equipped to 
turn out more goods than the domestic 
market can consume. Ags prices rise, 
purchases by consumers will fall off. 
Factories will have to close through 
lick of demand. Workers will be out 
of employment. We wili be in the 
curious position of a nation rich in 
gold but checked and hampered in sup- 
ply of the only real wealth, which is 
commodities which people can use. 
Europe will have a low standard of 
living because of lack of capital. Our 
standard will tend to decline through 
industrial stagnation. 

This is the rather startling picture 
which economists draw, unless some- 
thing is done to re-establish interna- 
tional credit and trade. That is why 
every discussion of international debts 
arouses keen interest in New York fi- 


nancial circles.

Volume of Foreign 
Financing in Sight 


Moody’s Weekly Review of Finan- 
cial Conditions in its current issues 
says in part: 

“Automatically ths way is being 
paved for a large volume of foreign 
tinancing. Investors are making 
profits in foreign securities and as 
soon as the reparation agreement 1s 
reached the American public may 
be found ready to export capital. 

“Trade expansion invariably ab- 
sorbs capital but resumption of pros 
perity increases profits, promotes 
freer lending, accelerates collections 
and thereby tends to drive interest 
rates lower. 

“It is plainly implied that unless 
business expands with abnorma: 
swiftness money rates will go lower 
next year than they have this year. 
The only other alternative seems to 
be that something might happen to 
disturb confidence. 

“We are now experiencing the 
financial results of a vost «ccumula- 
tion of liquid capital, such as usually 
takes place after a great war. Con- 
trary to a prevailing notion, great 
wars increase supplies of capital in 
the long run more than augment the 
demand for it. 

“American investors have lately 
shown a large new buying power for 
securities and this raises the ques- 
tion whether. corporation bonds will 
make their high peak now or next 
spring. 

“But this question is not very im- 
portant. Taking profits in bonds is 
mostly impracticable because of the 
difficulty of reinvesting.° While 
awaiting better cpportunities for re- 
investment it can do no harm to be 
rather deliberate in taking profits.”

REALTORS DISCUSS 
PARKING PROBLEM. 

As automobiles increase in num- 
ber, the parking problem in cities 
crows more and more serious. A 
well-known realtor of Atlanta, in dis- 
eussing the automobile problem, ex- 
pressed the following view: : 

“One of the most progressive steps 
the city of Atlanta could take would 
he to prohibit altogether parking on 
the downtown streets. It seems to be 
useless to talk about widening our 
streets if at the same time we allow 
narking of automobiles, which has 
the effect of narrowing the same 
streets. On North Forsyth street, 
which is a recuisr artery and should 
be kept open ite full width at all 
t:mes, automobiles are parked con- 
tinually on both sides. This is the 
sime effect as if a fenee were built 
in the street seven feet from the 
eurb. That is, it narrows the chan- 
nel 14 feet and make it impossible 
for an auto to pass a street car. 
‘There is only ene solution of the 
parking problem and that is to pro- 
hibit it altogether, keep all vehicles 
moving. 

“To permit parking for a limited 
Period of say 30 minutes means con- 
tinuous parkinz, because just as soon 
as one machine moves out another 
takes fits place. Limited parking 
means all-day parking. <A_ beneficial 
effect which wonld follow from pro- 
hibiting parking would be the using 
of every avnailabie foot of vacant 
space in the central part of the city. 
Ideal lots which now bring in noth- 
ing and are unsightly, possibly grown 
up in weeds, are used for dumping 
grounds for refuse. These lots would 
bring in a good rental income as 
parking «paces. In fact, the rental 


income of a vacant let would be more ; 


than the income derived from prep- 
erty with moderete improvements on 
it. An automobile owner could well 
afford to pay 410 or $15 a month for 
enough space to place his car off of 
the streets. The damage to fenders 
and equipment of a car continually 
parked on the sireets amounts to a 
good deal in the course of a year.”’

New York, August 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Rogers Hornsby, 
St. Juouis Cardinal starz, whose hit- 
ting has been a major league sensa- 
tion during the past week, 1s a great- 
er batsman than Babe Ruth, in the 
opinion of John A. Heydler, presi- 
dent of the National league. 

‘“T am convinced that Hornsby is 
the greatest batsman of all time,” de- 
clared Mr. Heydler, who has just re- 
turned from a tour of his lgague’s 
western circuit. 

Comparing the two kings of clout, 
the executive said: 

“Ruth is a marvelous batsman. He 
is the longest hitter the game has 
ever known. There is no argument 
there. But it is the greatest batsman 
of whom I speak, as an all-round day- 
by-day, year-after-year performance, 
taking into account the ccld averages 
as well as the heat of :he fray, hard 
hitting, regular hitting, it is my firm 
belief that the crown should go to 
the Texas boy, Hornsby.” 

Facts Are Cited. 

Mr. Heydler admitted he may be 
contradicted by partisans of the fa- 
mous batters of old days, as well as 
the present time, but pointed to the 
facts to bear out his claim. 

“While I was in the west Hornsby 
spurted. from. his big hitting average 
of .407 to the amazing ficure of .420,” 
he said. ‘During the two days in St. 
Louis this week he made 13 hits in 
14 trips to the plate. He batted 1,000 
against the Giants in a double-header 
Thursday and .500 yesterday. He is, 
driving the ball out across the dia- 
mond like a projectile from a field 
gun. Hornsby started out this year 
to excel the record set by Wagner, 
who led the league in batting four 
consecutive years, and he has held the 
lead without a slump or a break. In- 
stead of giving in under the strain, 
he is soaring higher. Only one other 
major league batter has excelled in 
Hornsby’s present unofficial .424 
mark, after midseason, and that was 
Hugh Duffy with .438 in 1894.”

European Nations Anx-

Washington, August 2h 
from London 
following the suecessful 
termination of the present one, to 
meet in Paris for the purpose of deal- 
ing with interallied debts was to be 
expected, but it nevertheless opens 
amd interesting horizons. The 
next obstacle to readjustment is the 
mass of debts which are owing be- 
tween the several European countries. | 

Roughly speaking, the situation 
with respect of these debts is this: 
There is owing Great Britain froin 
her allies upwards of $9,000,000,000 
and to France more than 8$2,000,000,- 
O00. For the rest. all of the allied ecoun- 
tries are simply debtors and Belzium 
owes both Britain and France, while 
France is at once the creditor and 
the debtor of Britain. Italy, too, is 
very heavily in the British debt, as 
she is in that of the United States. 

In 1923, just before the Ruhr oe 
cupation, Bonar Law, then — prime 
minister of Britain, proposed to the 
European allies that all the sums ow-

Assuming that Germany will pay 
around $600,000,000 annually, under 
the Dawes plan, the British share 
would be sbout $132,000,000 and as 
the maximum payments to America 
will be abont $184.00€,000, Britain 
would thus ask about $50,000,000 an- 
nually in return for canceling obliga- 
tions, which nominally amount to 
$9,000,000,000, and would, if paid for 
on terms like those of the American 
debt, bring to the British treasury not 
iess than $400,000,000 a year. 

This Bonar Law proposal was re- 
jected at Paris for a variety of rea- 
ons and assertiong have been made 
officially in London that it has 
lapsed. It is hard to believe, how- 
ever, that it will not be renewed, for 
the simple reason that it is now out 
of the question that Britain sheuld 
be able to get more. Of course, it is 
understood that the sums actually 
cancelled were to be deducted from 
the sum of German reparations, that 
is, as Britain reduced the claims she 
held upon France, Belgium and Ital?. 
these nations were to reduce their 
claims upon Germany. 

Holding the notes of Belgium, Rus- 
sia, Serbia, Rumania and other states 
for $2,000,000,000, France might in 
turn agree to cancel all save the part 
of the British claims she would have 
to pay under the Bonar Law. pro- 
posal, a sum which might be calcu- 
lated at between $20,000,000 and 
$95,000,000 annually. But this would 
be no more than throwing back upon 
the other states the whole burden of 
the British claims and they would 
certainly refuse, In practice, the sit- 
uation would come down to this, that 
the continental countries would in- 
sist upon holding Germany for an 
amount equal to the costs of war de- 
vastations, plus the sumg to be paid 
on the British debt. 

Face Complete Cancellation,

The 
Dawes plan. it will be recalled, does 
not deal with the question of how 
much Germany shall pay at all; vut 
how much she can pay each year after 
her house has been put in order. The 
sum of reparations will be established 
only when it is settled how long Ger- 
many shall pay what the Dawes com- 
mittee fixed as her annual contribu- 
tion. 

It is plainthat the reparations mat- 
ter will not be really disposed of until 
the length of time in which Germany 
is to pay is settled. If this time is 
fixed on the basis of the Anzglo-

In reality, this is an absurd situa- 
tion, whatever our statesmen m2) 
think of it, and sooner or later this 
fact will be brought heme. Now, 
however, the problem is whether the

Were it not for the American detail, 
the debt conference would almost ‘n 
evitably lead to prompt and useful 
success.

DANISH CABINET 
SEEKS ABOLITION 
ARMY AND NAVY 


Tendon, August 22.—A country 
without an army or a navy-—that is 
the position Denmark will be in if 
parliament passes a bill which has 
been prepared by the Danish cabi- 
net council. 

A dispatch to the Central News 
from Copenhagen reports that the 
cabinet has sanctioned a disarmament 
measure which would abolish the 
army in its present form and sub- 
stitute a sort of ice force. The 
bill also would eliminate all coast 
defense ships and cruisers from the 
Danish navy and retain only a few 
small, fast scout ships. 

It is interesting that the proposed 
legislation would not only retain the 
air force, but contemplates strength- 
ening that arm of the service.

Prominent Engineer.

But the victims were not always 
war captives. In some instances they 
were selected by the priests from 
among the Aztecs themselves; and, as 

it would seem, they offered 

e neither resistance nor ob- 
jection. Death by sacritice 
was regarded as a dedica- 
tion to the gods, and was 
recognized by faithful be- 
lievers as the surest means 
of gaining entrance to the 
Paradise. of the Sun, an 
abode of everlasting happi- 
ness. 

The war god and other 
divinities required constant- 
ly to be appeased by such 
sacrifices, at which the 


priests officiated in the character of 
butchers. Each victim was laid in 
turn upon a block of stone; a knife- 
thrust laid open the chest, and the 
heart, torn out of the body, was 
placed on a gold platter, still palpitat- 
ing, before the monstrous image of 
the god. 

No ingenuity was spared to make 
the ceremonial as frorrible as possible. 
The officiating butcher-priest wore a 
mask fashioned from the front of a 
human skull and enameled with a 
brilliantly colored mosaic of tur- 
quoise, agate, gold and mother-of- 
pearl. Attached to the mask, were 
straps bv which it was secured to the 
head of the wearer. 

Masks of this kind were marvels of 
workmanship, representing the acme 
of American’ handicraft. im mosaic. 
They were made by priests specially 
skilled in the-art, the delicate work of 
cutting, polishing and fitting together 
great numbers of tiny _ tablets 
of turquoise and other materials, 
which were set in gum or asphaltum 
upon the surface to be aderned, de- 
manding utmost patience. 


& is probable that such masks* were 
- worn by some of the Aztec idols. 
The finest specimen that has been 
nreserved (of which a photograph is 
shown herewith) is made from a hu- 
man skull. . It has for eyeballs convex 
disks of polished iron pyrites sat of 
white shell and is richly inlaid with 


turquoise and other precious stones. 
Two long straps (not shown in the 
picture) passed through the severed 
edges of the skull behind the temples 
and served to fasten it on. 

When Cortes landed with his invad- 
ing force upon the coast of Mexico he 
learned trom the natives of a power- 
ful nation occupying a valley high up 
on the continental plateau,. whose 
ruler was called Montezuma. He dis- 
patched envoys to announce his ap- 
proach, and the proud monarch of the 
Aztecs returned ambassadors bearing 
gifts, among which were @ mask in- 
crusted with turquoise mosaic and an 
ebject which the Spanish took for a 
bishop’s crozier, likewise covered 
with turquoise inlay and terminating 
in the head of a coiled snake. 

There is reason to believe that this 
identical mask is now in the British 
museum; but, though it counterfeits 
a human skull, ts made of cedar wood. 

The Aztecs conducted extensive 
mining operations for gold, silver, 
lead, tin and copper; but of all sub- 
stance turquoise was esteemed by 
them most valuable. Their chief 
source of supply was. two. hills near 
the present-day village of Los Ceril- 
los, in Mount Chalchihuitl, which lat- 
ter is the Aztec name’ for turquoise. 

‘In those mls may even now be 
seen great caverns representing an- 
Cieat workings. Veins of turquoise

Mr. Symington is a successful in- 
ventor of railway safety appliances 
and is reputed to have made from his 
inventions in the last eight years more 
than $10,000,000. His annual in- 
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come is, accerding to his wife, in ex- 
cess of half a million dollars. 

The alimony she asks, Mrs. Sym 
ington thinks not a penny too much, 
in. view of her husband’s great wealth, 
and the fact that she claims to have 
been living at this rate for, several 
years. The following are some of the 
things on which she says she and her 
husband have been spending money 
at the rate of nearly $600 a day. 

A country estate at Morristown, N,

Mr. Symington will not pay any- 
thing like the huge sum his wife de- 
mands in alimony without a desperate 
legal battle. He declares that he is 
not nearly as wealthy as she alleges 
him to be. At present he says that 
his annual income is only about $50,- 
000 a year, including his salary and 
his returns from stock dividends. 


Through his attorney he calls at- 
tention to the alleged fact that his 
wife has failed to disclose how well 
provided for she really is. He declares 
that she is the possessor of $65,000 
worth of jewelry, furs that are insured 
for $4,500 and a snug little bank ac- 
count in her name. 

Mrs. Symington’s attorney charged 
ia court the other day that there was 
no supporting proof in the legal pa- 
pers of any misconduct on the wife’s 
part.

HEN Gertie Millar was at the 
height of her amazin, popu- 
larity as a Gaiety beauty and 
shortly after she had become 
the wife of Lionel Monckton, 
the composer. of some of her 

most successful songs, she lived in 
great luxury in London’s fashionable 
Russell square. 

One Sunday when she threw open 
the door of her boudoir she saw 
sprawled across her dressing table the 
dead body of Baron Rau von Holzhau- 
sen. A bullet hole gaped in his head 
and on the floor by his side lay a re- 
volver with one exploded cartridge. 

Now as London had long known, 
this rich young German nobleman was 
suffering from an apparently un- 
quenchable infatuation for Gertie Mil- 
lar. So when the news of his having 
been shot to death in her boudoir 
spread, quite naturally the city began 
to buzz with the most scandalous the- 
ories about this astounding tragedy. 

At first there were strong suspicions 
that the baron had been murdered— 
that he had met his death at the hands 
either of Gertie Millar or of her hus- 
band or of some other admirer of hers. 
But these were i'spelled by the coro- 
ner’s inquest. 

Evidence, was introduced to show 
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that the baron, determined to die in 
Gertie Millar’s home, had broken a 
window and climbed in and had him- 
self pulled the trigger that blew out his 
brains. The verdict was suicide and 
Miss Millar was officially exoner*ted of 
any responsibility for his death. 

But neither the verdict nor :he public 
exoneration nor the Gaiety beauty’s 
protestations of innocence.could wipe 
out from all minds the suspicion that 
she was morally responsible for the 
death of her admirer.

N his recently published volume: of 


reminiscences James Jupp, for 
many years keeper of the Gaiety’s 
stage door, takes great pains to explain 
the high regard in which Miss Millar 
was held by everybody connected with 
the theater and the sympathetic and 
forfiving view they took of her con- 
nection with the tragedy that filled 
London with ugly rumors and cost her 
a husband. 

‘“‘Miss Gertie Millar is an example 
of what talent and personality will do 
on the stage,” says Mr. Jupp. “There 
was a time when the police had to mar- 
shal the crowds that gathered round 
the theater to catch even a fleeting 
glimpse of her, as, with her expensive 
Pekingese, she darted from stage door 
io motor Car. 

“She quickly proved that she was 
ene of those who could never be kept 


in the ranks, and, forging ahead, she, 


took a leading part in a string of very 
successful musical comedies, each one 
running into hundreds of performances. 
She became the rage of London. 
And yet ,with all her popularity, 
she remainéd the lovable crea- 
ture she always was. 
“Every life has its light and 
Shade, and when she was the 
most famous woman in London 
and her life seemed one continu- 
ous round of sunshine and suc- 
cess there happened in the ex- 
perience of Gertie Millar an epi- 
sodé which, quite unavoidable as far 
as she was concerned, necessarily 
caused her considerable pain and 
worry. 

“In the early days of her Gaiety 
triumph Gertie Millar was one of the 
most courted women in London. Every 
night the theater staff were kept busy 
dealing with floral tributes and other 
kinds of gifts for her. 

“It meant a lot of work but no one 
minded that, for Gertie Millar always 
had a cherry smile and kindly word for 
the most humble of the theater atten- 
dants, and, indeed, we came in for a

| Form Advante Guard. 

Every circus has an advance 
guard just like a big army. When 
a circus is going to show in a cer- 
tain town it sends ahead its “bill 
car’ to advertise the show so that 
every man, woman.and child will 
know that. the -‘‘World’s . Biggest 
Circus’’. is coming. The largest 
circuses have as many as a hundred 
men to travel ahead. 

There are lots of things, you see, 
to be done before the show arrives. 
In the first place they must make 
sure that the contract for the show- 
ground is all shipshape so _ they 
won't have any last minute trouble 
getting a place to perform. They 
must aleo see about the city license 
to parade, 

Buy Extra Suppiies. 

Many things must be bought in 
advance, too. There must be bales 
of hay and some fresh. meat arrang- 
e! for to feed the big meagerie. 
They must also see about supplies 
for the performers’ cook tent. And 
there are always Shavings to be 
bought for the tent. (No, they 


don’t use sawdust, as most people 
think.) 

While the business men are ar- 
ranging these things, the ‘‘tack 
Spitters’ are at work. That is the 
circus name for the bill posters, the 
men who often risk their lives on 
high scaffoldings as they put up 
the big, bright posters that tell all 
about the show. A “tack spitter” 
really spits tacks,.or, rather, blows 
them by rolling them one by one 
to his lips with his tongue, the flat 
side being toward the waiting ham- 
mer, then “spits” them by air pres- 
sure to the end of the hammer, 
which is magnetized to make the 
job easier. An expert ‘‘tack spit- 
ter’’ can hit the magnetized end of 


his hammer at two or three inches. 


Map Circus Ground. 


if you were ever out at the cir- 
cus ground ‘just before the ears 
arrived, you would probably notice 
a lot of little red flags sticking all 


- around the ground and you wonder- 


ed what they were for. Those are 
the work of the advance army of 
the circus, also. These . little 
flags are a complete map of the cir- 
cus grounds. When the show ar- 
rives they can tell at a glance just 
where the cook. tent and the side 
show tents go, and where the main 
tent, including the exact position of 
the big poles, should be- located. 
That is one. reason why the tents 
can go up in Such a jiffy: — 

When all is in readiness, when 
the stage is entirely set for the big 
show, the advance guard piles into 
the bill car and begin their job over 
again. The circus comes into the 
town they just left, and, because 
of their efforts, everything — runs 
smoothly. But they never see it.

STRANGE KINDS OF FISHERMEN 


They don’t use fishing poles or 

tackle, but they’re the most ex- 
pert fishermen in the world Fish- 
ing is not sport witIir them, either. 
They fish to hve, and they catch 
Only as much fish as they need at 
the time. , 
The first of these famous fisher- 
men is known:as the mink. He’s 
a little brown fellow found — in 
Manitoba, the North Woods, and 
Yellowstone Park. He is only -about 
two feet long and ‘his wife is still 
smaller. You've probably heard of 
them after they became coats, but 
that isn’t all they’re famous for, 
They're such skilful fishers that 
you should surely watch them if 
ever you are wHere you have a 
chance to hunt them out and see 
them at work. 


Belong to Weasles. 


The mink has a. white chin, a 
long, bushy tail and short legs, and 
belongs to thé weasel family. When 
he fishes he uSuaHy Settles him- 
self on a convenient rock in mid- 
Stream and there awaits the com- 
ing of a fat trout or a nice plump 
salmon that’s just right for eating. 

Suddenly he will dive, so fast 
your eye can scarcely follow him. 
When he comes up he always has a 
sood-sized fish in his mouth. Some- 
times his catch is half his own 
length and you wonder how he can 
handle it at all... When the fisher- 
man gets back on his rock he lays 
it down and quickly stops its strug- 
gles by a sharp bite at the back 
of its head. 

You may sometimes trace another 
veteran fisherman, called the otter, 
by the broken shells of the shell- 
fish, of which he seems to be espec- 
ially fond. He leaves the scattered 
fragments cf his emal on the banks 
Of streams and lakes and among the 
rocks. 

Otter Coat Is Costly. 

The coat of the otter, also, is 
of brown fur and it is so valuable 
that, in order to prevent men from 
taking it from him, as he prefers 
to wear it himself, he hides away 
near secluded lakes or water courses 
far from any place where men live. 


He is almost twice the size of 
Fisherman Mink, being often forty 
inches long, and looks something 
like a seal when he is partly out of 
the water and his wet fur gleams 
in the sun. 

This clever fisherman is_ the 
champion of the fishing veterans 
who wear fur. No fish is too swift 
for him, none skilful in gliding out 
of danger. Whereas the mink pre- 
fers to take his fishing more easily, 
the otter dives, swims, or floats 
after his prey. He is an expert 
swimmer and can dart about under 
the water with wonderful speed, so 
that no fish has much of a chance 
when he goes fishing.

“Bold buccaneer’. means “pi- 
rate” to us, but like many an honest 
farmer who turned filibuster, this 
word once had a very peaceful 
meaning which it lost entirely after 
it turned bandit. 

The word comes from “boucan,” 
an’ Indian name given to a hut tin 
which the flesh of cattle killed in 
hunting was cured or smoked. The 
word first appeared on the island 
of Hispaniola, known now as St. 
Domingo, in the West Indies. About 
1630 a party of French colonists 
settled there who found hunting the 
most profitable way of making a liv- 
ing. They ranged all over the is- 
land, -hunting in companies of ten 
or twelve with dogs. They were 
peaceful, hard-working people, 
though very rough looking and rude 
in their manners and way of living. 

Spain Owned Island 

The Spaniards, who. controlled 
the island, did not like these hunt- 
ers.

During the reign of Charles HU, 
the ‘“‘merry monarch,” hair powder 
was introduced and ccntinued to be 
fashionable for over 200 years. 

Perfume was so popular during 
the reign of Louis XV that a differ- 
ent perfume was used each day in 
certain households. 

Alcoholic perfumes were first in- 
troduced during the 14th century 
when Elizabeth, Queen of Hungary, 
invented the celebrated Hungary 
water, with which she is said to 
have retained her beauty until she 
was past seventy years of age.

Perfumes were often used for 
other than their sweet, fragrant 
oder, Spicy perfumes were used 
by the ancient Hebrews for fumiga- 
ting their beds and embalming dead 
bodies.

INew Light on Aztecs’ Sacrifices

run through the rocks. Stone ham- 
mers and sledges used by the Aztec 
miners are scattered about, and on 
the hillsides are dumps of refuse cov- 
ering twenty acres, illustrating the 
scale on which the digging was done. 

The skulls ef the multitudes of. vic- 
tims slaughtered to appease the gods’ 


insatiable appetite for blood were 
carefully preserved by the priests in 


places provided for their storage. Two 
followers of Cortes counted, by rough 
estimate, 130,000 human crania in 


one building attached to a temple— 
all of them, as the priests in charge 
proudly said, representing persons 
Slain at sacrificial ceremonies. 


T has been said that the Aztecs were 
a warlike race. But to them the 
great object of war was to obtain vic- 
tims for sacrifice. In battle they 
would never kill an enemy if it was 
possible to take him alive; and, ac- 
cording to accounts of historians of 
the Spanish invasion, followers of 
Cortes on many occasions owed their 
lives to this little fad of their advers- 
aries. 
The great temple of the war god 
contained images of other divinities 
flanked by altars on which fires were 


kept perpetually burning. There was 
much apparatus for purposes of reli- 
gious ceremonial, and in the attached 
buildings were living quarters for a 
numerous staff of priests and ap- 
prentice acolytes—the latter students 
of Aztec theology. 

On a stone porch above the doors 
of the main entrance was mounted a 


huge wooden cylinder, over the ends 
of which sheets of snake skin’ were 
strecthed. It was the holy drum of 
the war god and was struck only on 
extraordinary occasions, when it sent 
out lugubrious booming that could 
be heard for miles. 


Some authorities have suggested 
that the sacrifice of such great num- 
bers of human victims on ceremonial 
occasions by the Aztecs may have had 
in view the incidental object of satis- 
fying the demand for a meat diet by a 
people who lacked the animals avail- 
able for domestication and whose re- 


sources in the shape of wild game had — 


been much reduced. In other words, 
it is suspected that they may have 
been cannibals on a wholesale scale. 
Probably this is not true; there are 
no records to prove it. 

In some ways the civilization of the 
Aztecs was highly developed. They 
maintained a commerce which ex- 
tended far into South America and 
over a great part of the territory that 
is now the United States. Their mer- 
chants, protected by armed escorts, 
journeyed as far as California with 
woven stuffs and other goods suitable 
for barter. 

For money they used quills of gold 
dust and T-shar<ed pieces of silver. 
They had 24 extemsive literature and 
even a great national library at Tez- 
cuco, their books being composed of 
pkxture-writings in bright -and perma- 


nent colors on paper of excellent qual- 
ity made from the leaves of the cen- 
tury plant. 
OST unfortunately, when the 
European invaders had _ estab- 


lished dominiog in the country of 


Montezuma—who, by the way, was 
not a king or emperor but principal 
chief of a formidable group of tribes 
—the Spanish priests gathered togeth- 


er all the Aztec books on which they 
could lay their hands, and, declaring 
them to be pagan and therefore works 
of the devil, burned them. Thus per- 
ished the entire literature of a most 
interesting people, an inestimable loss 
to mankind. At the present time only 
a very few volumes accidentally pre- 
served and now of priceless value 
exist. 

When Cortes first looked upon the 
metropolis of the Aztecs (where now 
stands the city of Mexico) it reminded 


him of Venice. Part of it was built 
on piles—the poorer houses of reeds 
and adobe, the dwellings of the well- 
to-do of stone and brick—and canals, 
crossed by many bridges, ran through 
it in all directions. 


Many of the streets were canals 
with paved sidewalks on either side. 
At spaced intervals along the streets 
were stone holders itt which pine 
knots burned at night, serving the pur- 
pose of lamps. 

It should be remembered that the 
Aztecs had themselves arrived in the 
country as invaders; and even at the 
period of the coming of the Spaniards 
there were strong native tribes hostile 
to them. The Spaniards, indeed, re- 
cruited from these tribes auxiliaries to 
help them in their conquest. For de- 
fensive purposes the capital of Monte- 
zuma was built on an island in a 
lake. 

The city’s principal buildings were 
the temples of the gods and the palace 
of Montezuma—the latter a vast ir- 
regular volcanic stone. Over its 
principal entrance were carved the 
arms of Montezuma, an eagle bear- 
ing a jaguar in its talons. The palace 
had more than 100 baths, supplied 
from a reservoir on the summit of 
Mount Chapultepec through a terra- 
cotia pipe of large diameter which 
brought the city’s water. 

The most important memorials of 
the Maya civilization, which the Az- 
tecs destroyed, are found on the pen- 
insula of Yucatan, which separates the 
Gulf of Mexico from the Caribbean 
sea. Scattered through the forests of 
that region are ruins of large citiés, 
with temples of gods and palaces’ of 
chiefs, the walls covered with bas- 
reliefs and sculptures which surpass 
in harmony of design and excellence 
of execution those of Egypt. The ex- 
quisite proportions of the colossal 
hutidings and the beauty of the mural 
decorations attest the high civilization 
of the builders and inspire the admira- 
tion of beholder. 


CCORDING to a writer in the 
magazine “Art and Archaeol- 
ogy,” the hieroglyphs carved on the 
walls of some of the ancient buildings 


in Yucatan closely resemble the 
Egyptian and many of them seem to . 
have equivalent meanings. Sculptured 
heads, in the cast of their features, 
have a strangely oriental look, sug- 


gesting the idea that the Mayas may 
have been of Asiatic origon. 
The cross, as a symbol, was held 


in great reverence by civilized peoples 
long before the dawn of the Christian 
era. In ancient Yucatan it was as- 
sociated with sacred mysteries, and 
today it is consp:cuous among the 
elaborate carvings on the east front of 
a ruined palace at Chichen-ltza. 


The cross in ancient Maya land was 
the symbol of the god of rain. In that 
latitude the dry season sets in early 
in January, and there is no rain for 
four months. But at the end of April a 
constellation of four bright stars rises 
in the southern night sky. It is the 
Southern Cross, standing perpendicu- 
lar above the horizon. When it ap- 
peared the Mayas knew that rain was 
surely at hand and that the time had 
arrived to plant their crops.

VINDICATION OF ERWIN. 

The courageous address of John 
W. Davis at Seagirt Friday fully vin- 
dicates the position of Hon. Andrew 
Erwin, of Athens, a member of the 
Georgia delegation at the recent New 
York convention, who spoke and 
voted for the minority report of 
the platform committee in which the 
political activities of the Ku Klux 
Klan were denounced, and the klan 
specifically named. 


Mr. Erwin, in his speech, in the 
interest of the minority report, cre- 
ated one of the outstanding sensa- 
tions of the convention, as he not 
only made a straightforward, clear- 
cut presentation of his views but 
dramatically appealed to his col- 
leagues on the Georgia delegation to 
join him, the delegates having been 
named by a klan-controlled . state 
convention although several of the 
delegates were not klan members. 


The minority report, after a bit- 
ter fight, lost by only one vote, and 
it will be recalled that two other of 
the Georgia delegates voted with Mr. 
Erwin and Dr. Wood, of Dalton, for 
the minority report, but changed 
their votes after the roll call haa 
been completed from “aye” to 
‘‘no,” on the pleadings of prominent 
McAdoo convention leaders that 


ise | passage of the minority report would 


seriously embarrass Mr. McAdoo’s 
convention chance. 

At any rate the platform as adopt- 
ed took vigorous position against 
any racial or religious intolerance, 
and reiterated specifically the guar- 
antee of the federal constitution that 
religious faith shall not be a test of 
qualification for public office. 

Mr. Davis, however, with com- 
mendable courage, and with a fight- 
Ing spirit for the Integrity of con- 
stitutional rights, and democratic 
faith, has done, ay the party standard 
bearer, precisely what the minority 
report sought to do—named the Ku 
Klux Klan specifically and denounced 
it or any other organization that 
seeks to raise the standard of racial 
or religious prejudice or “attempts 
to make racial organs or religious 
beliefs the tests of fitness for pub- 
lic office.” 

This is a complete vindication of 
the address and vote of Mr. Erwin 
and the-vote of Dr. Wood, as mem- 
bers of the Georgia delegation to the 
national convention.

The most encouraging’ thing 
which has come to brighten the 
pathway of the south since 1920 is 
the fact that we have found that 
we can Still make cotton and make 
it on a satisfactory scale, We know 
that cotton is still, and must remain, 
the leading money crop of this 
section, and the paramount problém 
before us has been to produce it 
profitably under weevil conditions. 

For almost a century cotton has 
been our biggest expert crop and 
has been the chief agency in turn- 
ing the trade balance in our favor. 
Last year the world made 19,125,- 
000 bales of cotton, and of this 
amount we produced 10,129,000 
bales. From this cotton and cotton 
seed we received the huge sum of 
$1,169,000,000. Nothing else in 
the south has ever produced 
much wealth.

SUNDAY HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE FINNISH PHENOMENON. 
Paavo Nurmi, the celebrated Fin-| 
nish champion 1,500 and 5,000-meter 
runner, is himself no longer winded 
than the experts and near-experts 


who have been explaining the Finnish 
phenomenon in American papera | 
have been itching to add my com- 
ments to the tremendous chorus, Lut 
I have hesitated while the din was 
so great because I’m peculiarly af- 
flicted—-I cannot hear well in a noise 
—and I do like to hear myself talk. 

According to the explanations al- 
ready published, Nurmi acquired his 
extraordinary athletic supremacy 
and endurance (a) from a diet of 
dried fish and black bread (undena- 
iurized, that is, made of unbolted 
srain, usually rve); (b) from the 
hardy Finnish eustom of bathing in 
cold water in open sheds every morn: 
ing and then rolling in the snow; (¢) 
from. the cogent fact that piysical 
education has been compulsory in the 
Minnish school for the past twenty- 
live years and consequently athietic 
aetivities have been rather a game—- 
evérybody’s game—in Finland, where- 
as in America athletics are only a 
Sport, tog often a professional sport. 


On the other hand Finns of 


bread yarn and declare that Finnish 
athletes train on about the same diet 
as that used by European and Ameri- 
can athletes. 


The consensus of opinion among 
the commentators who probably know 
something of Finnish life and customs 
seems to be that the Finns generally 
use a diet of dairy products, fish, 
coarse rye bread and fruits. I am 
going to hang my argument on that. 
We'll leave the scientifically soured 
whole milk (‘villi’), which the Finns 
are fond of, to some commentator who 
likes to toy with the Metchnikoff the- 
ory. 

Nurmi ran Stallard, the great Eng- 
ish miler, into complete unconscious- 
ness in the 1,500 meter event, and a 
few hours later won the 5,000-meter 


raee, The loss of conscious- 
ness Which overtook Stallard is ex- 
tremely interesting. We told here 
not long ago about some blood sugar 
measurements made by medical scien- 
tists on the occasion of the Marathon 
race at Boston, and quoted a conclu- 
sion the scientists reached, namely, 
that a normal quantity of sugar in 
the blood enables the athlete to win or 
at least to finish his race, whereas 
if thé amount of blood sugar falls be- 
low a ce tain level exhaustion and 
eollapse overtake the man. These in- 
vestigators found the lowest blued 
sugar level in the case of one runner 
who lapsed inio unconsciousness and 
was brought in by the police. They 
found the winner, who broke the 
world’ record, had a normal stipply 
of blood sugar at the finish and was 
in exeellent condition. The blood 
sugar is the form in which immedi- 
utely available fuel for energy pur- 
poses is handled by the body. Moral: 
Have some candy. 

Now this state of exhaustion 
unconsciousness (coma) appears 
be a kind of poisoning which 
known as acidosis, and acidosis has 
practically nothing to do with acidity 
of foods or of the digestive fluid. 
The acil subsiances responsible fa 
acidosis are formed as waste-products 
or by-products of metabolism, the 
oxidation process, and metabolism is 
increased some ten-fold in a long run.

My contribution to the symposium 
is the suggestion that the diet and 
mode of life of the Finn insures him 
a greater alkali reserve and so forti- 
fies him against acidosis. We know 
that unbolted or entire grain leaves 
rather an alkali ash in the body, 
whereas refined or denaturized grain, 
such as our white flour, leaves rather 
an acid ash. We know that the ex- 
cessive meat consumption in America 
predisposes to acidosis. We know 
that a greater consumption of fruit 
fluyors the alkali reserve. e know 
that a more liberal use of dairy prod- 
ucts in place of meat makes people 
less susceptible to the state of acido- 
Sis, 

So to my mind the Finnish phenom: 
enon is jus, a striking object lesson 
to the youth who has any athletie 
ambition. ‘The very hard, coarse, 
“black” bread, fish, dairy products 


and fruits which make up the whole- 
some and natural diet in Finland, 
may be considered one factor. The 
more efficient metabolism or, the 
zreater capacity to absorb and utilize 
oxygen—which opposes acidosis—de- 
veloped by Finnish young people as a 
result of the compulsery physical 
training they get in sehool, is another 
factor.

We're a 
physicaliy untrained people, as a 
whole. ©Our ultra-refined diet con- 
tributes considerably toward lessening 
our efficiency and shortening cur 
lives. Our youths consider the mod- 
erate restrictions placed upon them 
when they are training rather onerous 
and break training at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. We Americans prefer 
to sit in the grandstand and experi- 
ence the vicarious thrill of athietie 
sports, 

Remember how Horace Fletcher, 
when he was nearly sixty years of 
age, and not in training, showed far 


Zzreater physical endurance than the 
best Yale athletes in the pink of con- 
lition could demonstrate on the dy- 
namometer. Fletcher's dietary regimen 
was an abstemious one.

“The islands are unquestionnbly a 
rart of Siberia politically,” says a 
bulletin, “but they are physically the 
very tip of the Aleutian chain of 


Alaskan islands. The Aleutians sweep 
across the Pacific in a huge crescent 
for some 1.200 miles. fencing in Ber- 
sea. As far as nomenclature 
goes they end with Attu, western- | 
most of the American islands.

ment does not officially acknowledge 
the Rible to be the word of God, nor 
does it require the president, or any 
other officer, to take his oath of of- 
fice on the Bible. 

The constitution says of the presi- 
dent : 

“Before he enters on the execution 
of hia office he shall take the follew- 
ing Oath or affirmation: ‘I do solemne- 
ly swear (or affirm) that I will faith- 
fully execute the office of president 
of the United States, and will, te the 
best of my ability, preserve, protect 
and «defend the constitution of the 


United States.’ ”’ 

There is no requirement that he 
shall add the words, “So help me 
God.” That is entirely optional with 
the man who is taking the oath. It 
ig only by custom that any of them 
do so. ‘The custom was inaugurated 
by George Washington when he first 
took the oath to assume the presi- 
dency.

The Bible’s Great Art. 


Today a Samaritan widow, living in: 
a relationship forbidden then and 
now, emerges from the darkness long 
enough to teach other lessons of .in- 
valeulable value. 

If the Bible were nothing more than 
a book of fiction, it would surpass 
all other books of that. kind in the 
art with which its many actors are 
introduced, but truth is not only 
stranger than fiction but more thrill- 
ing. Note how casually the Woman 
of Samaria comes upon the scene. 

The disciples go to a nearby city 
to buy meat, and Jesus, being weary, 
sits down by a well to rest. How 
natural the action of the disciples and 
the action of the Savior; and how 
natural also that a Samaritan woman 
(they were in Smaria) should come 
to the well—that particular well— 
for water, as a multitude of Samari- 
tan women did every day. 

And how natural that she should 
express surprise that a Jew would 
ask even a cup of water of a Sama- 
ritan. Then follow, simply told, the 
wonderful lessons contained in the 
sible text for today. ° 

The Water of Life. 

Jesus uses the physical to explain 
the spiritual; witmess the use of the 
water which quenches thirst only for 
a little wht!e to make known the 
priceless value of the water of life 
which is as “a well of water spring- 
ing up into everlasting life.” 

The spring is the most fascinating 
fact in nature; and a living well is 
merely a spring with an artificial out- 
let. The spring is the best illustra- 
tion of a Christian life, just as a 
stagnant pool is the best illustration 
of a selfish life. 

The pool receives the water that 
lows down into it from the sloping 
ground around, and gives forth noth- 


ing in return; the spring (and the 
same is true of the living well) gives 
forth constantly of that which is 
refreshing and invigorating and asks 
nothing in return. “ 


The pool and the spring illustrate | 


the vast and vital difference between 
selfishness and service. But why iz 
a spring a spring? Because it is 
connected with a source that is higher 
than itself. 

A Tremendous Fact. 

A spring is simply the outlet of a 
reservoir above. Christ revealed to 
the woman a fact of tremendous im- 
portance, namely, that He can bring 
a frail human being—even the vilest 
of sinners—into such vital contact 
and continuing relationship with the 
Heavenly Father that the goodness 
of God can flow out to the world 
through the regenerated individual. 

If we measure a human being in 
units of horsepower, we find that he 
is not relatively as strong as some 
of the animals; if we measure him 
in units of intellectual power, we 
soon reach his limitations, but when 
we measure him in units of spiritua! 
power we cannot estimate his pvus- 
sibilities. One human heart full of 
love to God and love to fellowmen 
may overflow with blessings to a com- 
munity, a state, a nation or a world. 

We have in our text another truth 
of the first magnitude—that “God is 
a spirit; and they that worship him 
must worship him in spirit and in 
truth.” 

As we have frequently asked in the 
presence of similar evidences of wis- 
dom, so we ask again, where could a 
Gallillean peasant acquire the know]- 
edge of spiritual things that flowed 
from him in a constant and villifying 
stream ? 

Two Lines of Reasoning. 

He not only described the Creator 

as invisible, as well as eternal, but 
he furnishéd the logic used by those 
who reason from God down instead 
of from inanimate matter up. 
_ There are but two lines of reason- 
ing in regard to the creation; the 
theist reasons from God, all wise, all 
loving, and all powerful, down to the 
things that are finite. The atheist 
reasons from inanimate matter and 
inanimate force up. Which 1s the 
more reasonable? 


There must be a starting point to 
reason from, and yet reason furnishes 
no information as to the beginning. 
A distinguished agnostic near the 
close of his life declared that “the 
beginning of all things is a mystery 
insoluble by us.” 

But revelation 1s able to do that 
which is beyond the power of reason ; 
revelation, and revelation only, dis- 
closes a beginning, and the only be- 
ginning that man knows. Jesus, de- 
scribed by the beloved disciples as 
unlettered, announced the supremacy 
of the spiritual, and all the learned 
atheists and agnostics have not been 
able to answer his argument. 


A Puzzling Reply. 


The disciples who had returned 
during Christ’s conversation, knowing 
that the human side of Him was in 
need of food, begged Him to eat. He 
replied, “I have meat to eat that ye 
know not of,” which, as He ex- 
plained to his astonished companions, 
meant, “My meat is to do the will of 
Him that sent me, and to finish His 
work,” 


Here again Christ contrasts the 
spiritual with the physical. As God 
is a spirit, so man, made in God’s 
image, has a spiritual nature, which 
must dominate man’s life if that life 
is to be worth while. 


To think only of the meat that 
nourishes the body is to llve on a 
low plane; to think first of God's 
will and of God’s work is to live 
on the highest plane to which man 
can aspire. 


Here we have sublime truths lifted 
up and made visibre to all the world 
and for all time as the result of a 
Seemingly accidental conversation 
with a sinful woman of Samaria. No 
novelist could invent the story—no 
writer of fiction would dare to intro- 
duce truths in such a way.

The questions of the woman also 
brought out an announcement of 
Christ’s Messiahship. She said, “I 
know that Messiah cometh, which is 
called Christ: when He is come, He 
will tell us all things.” Jesus say- 
eth unto her, “I shall speak unto thee 
am he.” 


Was He an impostor? He was if 
He did not really bfxve himself to 
be the Messiah; but an impostor 
could not have impersonated the Mes- 
siah, even if an impostor had been 
foolhardy enough to attempt it. 


Was Jesus deluded? Could one 
acting under a delusion have said 
what He said, done what He did, and 
been what He was? It was a reve- 
lation of Himself; He was what He 
claimed to be.

Things New and Old About the Bible 
The Military Mania 


BY REV. W. P. KING

It must be embarrassing to Pres- 
ident Coolidge that his own army 
officers persist in the use of “Mo- 
bilization Day.” The president in- 
sists that it is “Defense Test.” The 
meaning appears to be the same, so 
the name does not matter. A Jinson 
weed by any other name would smell 
as rank. 

The editor of Zion’s Herald writes: 
“Turning from the president’s letter 
to the militarists, who seem to insist 
that all American citizens who do 
not approve the plans fur September 
12 are ‘fanatics’ or ‘ pacifists,’ a word 
ought to be said about freedom of 
speech in America. This country we 


trust has not yet been altogether Prus- 
sianized, nor has freedom to express 
one’s opinion, at least in peace time, 
as yet been abrogated. Those op- 
posed to the war department’s plan 
are not all or even mostly ‘pacifists ;’ 
neither are they ‘fanatics.’ Some of 
the best and most loyal citizens of 
the United States are churchmen who 
see in the plans for September 12 very 
grave danger. 

“Already questions are being ask- 
ad: ‘Are we preparing a great mil- 
itary machine to put down labor trou- 
bles in the United States? ‘Are we 
about to go to war with Japan? ‘Are 
we getting ready for another Euro- 
pean struggle?’ Mobilization, even if 
it be only in the nature of the old- 
fashioned ‘sham battle,’ is a playing 
with fire. The christian church pro- 
tests against this needless manifesta- 
tion of militarism. 

“We respectfully ask _ the presi- 
dent and the secretary of war to call 
off the plans for September 12, and 
to give renewed attention to the pro- 
motion of some international under- 
standing whereby the use of intelli- 
gence may be substituted for the em- 
ployment of force in settling  dis- 
putes.” 

Practically every war has endeay- 
ored to justify itself as being a war 
of defense. The doctrine of military 
preparedness whether proclaimed by 
preacher or politician, preacher or mu- 
nition-maker, preacher cr military of- 
ficer, is the same—all alike prate of 
peace, but at the same time of the 
impracticability and improbability of 
peace, So far as the entire war 
group is concerned, they do not care 
how much the churches and preach- 
ers preach on the desirability of peace 
if at the same time they will only 
insert the provise of the necessity of 
military preparedness. 

There are some five typical rep- 
resentatives of the war group. There 
is first the military ofticer. It is 
calculated that for every million men, 
there must be 35,000 officers. This 
entire company with their families 
receive their living out of war or 
the prospect of war. 

Different Types. : 

Dr. ©. EB. Jefferson writes: “You 
cannot have a great army without 
having a war party. ‘These military 
specialists are unsafe advisers. ‘They 


may be like the doctor who could cure] 


only fits and who when a patient 
was brought to him suffering from 
another ailment said, ‘I can’t do anys 
thing for this man unless you can 
manage to get him to have a fit. If 
he has a fit I can cure it.’ A mil- 
itary officer has no chance of showing 
his skill except in war; unless the 
nation has a fit he cannot cure it, 
These army and navy officers cannot 
be prevented from writing and talk. 
ing. It is impossible to have a great 
body of military officers without num 
bering among them a good many fools. 
The fools become dangerous only when 
you give them access to a giant ma 
chine greased up for slaughter.” 


The second type who is much in- 
terested in military preparedness 1s 
the munition-makers. New ships, new 
guns, new fortifications, 
equipments must be constantly urged. 
Business must not be allowed to sag. 


A third type, the subsidized press 


results from the very forceful finan- | 
cial logie of the munition-maker, Thia | 


newspaper man is the faithful serv- 
ant of the war-trader. It is his part 
to arouse the fears of the public by 
false war scares and to plead for an 
increased national military defense. 

The fourth type is the jingo poli- 
tician who becoms ardently patriotic 
as he contemplates the desirability 
of securing the good will and good 
coin of the munition-maker. 

The fifth type is the foreign inves- 
tor who usually seeks a weaker coun- 
try, and when his exploitation comes 
into collision with the government he 
then calls for the protection of his 
own country, 

These five elements {in the war 
party conspire to deceive the public 
by representing militarism as being 
synonymous with patriotism. These 
subtle and sinister forces deceive the 
very elect and even preachers and 
good churchmen become the mouth- 
piece of their war propaganda, 


As much as I despise war, I might | & 
become in a measure reconciled to 


another war, if I were assured that 
the military experts, muntion-makers, 
subsidized publishers, jingo _ politi- 
cians and commercial exploiters of 
other countries would be placed on 
the firing line. I do not want to see 
anybody die, but I could spare these 
with less regret than any other class 
of our citizens, 
Two Fallacies. 


The military preparedness that this 
war party advocates is marked’ by 
two evident fallacies. In 
place the theory of military prepared- 


ness for every contingency is an ab- 


surdity. It woul@ mean that the 
United States would have to be not 
only stronger in military power than 
any other nation, but stronger than 
any possible combination of nations. 
The military might of Germany was 
more powerful than that of Belgium 
and France, but not equal to tie 
combination of powers that at last 
crushed her military machine. 

In the second place the destruc- 
tive inventions of science have made

for chemical warfare service, writes: 
“Our plane carrying two tins of the 
liquid, a certain lethol .compound, 
could cover an area 100 feet wide 
and seven miles long, and could de- 
posit enough material to kill every 
man in that area by action on his 
skin. 

Fortunately the armistice came in 
the late war before the Lewisite gas 
was used. It possessed 55 times the 
spread of any gas hitherto used. 
What does it mean to multiply guns 
and battleships when a few  aero- 
planes can drop bombs of gas that 
will destroy an entire army or a 
whole city. The man who continues 
in the way of precedent talking of 
military preparedness and defense is 
speaking as one of the foolish ones. 
I do not say the man himself is fool- 
ish but he is talking folly. The man 
who today protests in the same unili- 
tary terms as has been used in the 
past has fallen into stupidity. 

United States Can Lead. 


There is no possible hope or safety 
for our world except in international 
agreement. The United States is best 
prepared to lead the way in the path 
of universal peace. It is foolish and 
eriminal for our country to be flaunt- 
ing militarism in the face of the 
world, 

If this protest is fanciful and fa- 
natical then you must brand as fanci- 
ful and fanatical various churches 
that have spoken, some of the 
most representatiVe groups of our 
citizens, some of the governors of our 
states, John W. Davis and Charles 
W. Bryan, the democratic nomineas 
for president and vice president. 


Governor Baxter of Maine, makes 
this reply to the war department: “I 
am told that the purpose of this day 
is to ‘enable our people to visualize 
the initial processes necessary to mus- 
ter forces for national defense,’ and 
as a ‘test of the workability of mo- 
bilization plans. The day selected 
is to be called ‘National Defense Day,’ 
or ‘Defense Test.’ 

“There is an ever-growing demand 
among thoughtful and patriotic peo- 
ple of this and other nations that mil- 
itary armaments gradually and mu- 
tually be reduced. Certainly the ten- 
dency is in that direction and the 
outlook is hopeful. In view of this 
at the present time I question the 
wisdom of observing ‘Defense Day? 
and of emphasizing the military pow- 
er of the Unted States. 

“This nation should lead in the 
movement to settle our differences 
with other nations through the pro- 
posed World Court, instead of by re- 
scrt to war. A national mobilization 
cf the armed forces o fthis country, in 
my opinion, well might be regarded 
by other nations as a threat, or at 
least a warning. It would afford them, 
should they seek it, an excuse for sim- 
ilar mobilizations. The race for su- 


premacy thus might be begun anew,

In fact, as 
long as we treat other nations as we 
ourselves would be treated, we have 
nothing to fear from any of them. 
With conditions as they are, I think 
it unfortunate for us tou make a show 
of our military power, even though it 
be for ‘defense’ only, for by doing 
so we may be placed in a false po- 
sition and may cause our neighbors 
te distrust us. 

Should Take Lead. 


“The United States should take the 
lead in establishing world peace. By 
example and precept we should show 
that we do not base our leadership 
On military pewer, but rather on our 
willingness to treat other nations fair- 
ly and justly. We should show the 
world that we intend to discard old 
methods, and sheuld be careful not 
to ‘rattle the saber’ or have great 
military ‘days,’ as did Germany be- 
fore the war. Such things are out 
of date. It wel may be that other 
nations have not advanced to our 
high standard of international moral- 
ity, but we must maintain that stand- 
ard. Ultimately it is bound to win. 


“Instead of calling out our young 
men fully armed for war and mak- 
ing a display of ‘defensive’ strength, 
would it not be more hopeful to the 
cause of peace to have a ‘day’ on 
which the whole nation would rise 
up and demand. that the senate adopt 
President Coolidge’s World Court, a 
‘day’ on which the country would show 
that it will back our president in an- 
other Limitation of Armament Con- 
ference, if he deems it advisable to 
call one? Such a ‘day’ would be 
well worth while and would inspire 
confidence among all our neighbors.”
